N NEWS VALUES CHANGING 


What is news? Ever stop to consider the matter at any 
length? It’s an interesting topic for speculation. Most of us from 
our early days, are familiar with the definition which said, in 
effect, that H a dog bit a man that was just too bad, but if a 
man bit the dog—wow that was news! However, news values 
seem to have changed with changing years—yesterday’s news 
events are today’s commonplaces, while the unnoticed, taken- 
for-granted happenings of other years rate big mention in the 
press and on the radio today. : 

All of which was prompted by the headlines in the first 
editions of the daily papers to reach our desk after the New 
Year holiday. The Edmonton Journal ran a two column head 
on a story which described the events of the week-end: “Safe 
Driving Sets Record for Accident- Free Holiday.” The Bulletin, 
apparently even more surprised, splashed a . 
ing: Citizenry Well Behaved as New Year Commences. Bo 
stories carried the same theme—drivers were either more care- 
ful, more sober or more lucky than usual on New Year’s Eve. 
One reporter commented that “Nobedy died violently and only 
one person entered hospital. It was expected to be a wild night 
of alcohol and gasoline.” Not so very long ago an accident-free 
New Year’s Eve might have received a three-line filler some- 
where low down on the page—if the editor happened to require 
a filler that size. The damaged fenders and frayed tempers 

‘which were bruskied off as unimportant on the first day of 1949 
would probably have made a fairly substantial headline a few 
years ago. 

We'll admit, mournfully, that the change in news values 
makes us feel a little more conscious of advancing years; we 
belong to a generation which is fast passing away. Why, we can 
remember when a traffic crash was a first class news story, and 
if alohol was involved, the story probably, rated an eight- 
column banner headline. Today. about the only way one can 
make the headlines is to stay sober, drive safely, and arrive 
home in one piece. That, brother, is news. — The Ledue Rep- 
resentative. ;

And reports from across the coun- 
try were that farmers in the main 
were satisfied with wheat prices, pro- 
viding production costs would be kept 
from climbing. : 

The Anglo-Canadian wheat contract 
which ends July 31, 1950, covers 140,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat and wheat 
flour in the final crop year. Altogether 
wher the contract is ended Canada 
win have shipped 600,000,000 bushels 
at a total price of a little more. than 
$1,000,000.000. ; 

The money received is in a pool ad- 
ministered by the Canadian Wheat 
Board, Farmers participating in the 
pool at first drew $1.35 a bushel for 
deliveries at Fort William, Port Ar- 
thur, Vancouver or Churchill, Man. 
Later farmers cleared $1.55. In April 
they will get another 20-cent Increase 
for the four-year period and agricul- 
turei sources say that at a later time 
a further increase may be authorized. 
No Extension — 

The problem of the Anglo-Canadian 


wheat price had been concluded but 


there was no assurance that Canada 
would have the British wheat market 
after 1950. . 

In a brief 150-word announcement, 
Prime Minister St. Laurent said both 
countries may meet “not later thar 
July 31, 1950” to settle any obligations 
of the U.K. to compensate Canada for 
world-price losses suffered by selling 
wheat to Britain at the lower price. 

“The extent to which any such ob- 
Ugations will remain will depend lar- 
gely upon the actual prices ruling for 
wheat during 1949-50," the statement 
sald. 7 | 

There was no fndication that the 
U.K. may consider an extension of the 
contract in a sliding market as just 
compensation for the lower prices she 
paid for Canadian wheat from 1946 to 
1949. 

It was almost certain that should 
she find it cheaper to buy wheat from 
other parts of the world after 1960, 
she is likely to do so. 5 

However, this would not mean that 
Canadian wheat farmers face an un- 
stabilized wheat market in future 
years. 

A five-year stabilization plan is be- 
ing sought through an international 
wheat pact. First meeting by world 
wheat buying and selling countries 
including Russia and the Argentine— 
will be held in Washington within the 
next few days. 

Canada, represented by its trade- 
wheat expert, Dr. Charles Wilson, will 
be at the helm striving to conclude an 
international agreement, for the sec- 
ond time within a nine-month period.

THE HANDS OF ESAU 

“Anyone may love the Soviet Union” 
said Marshal Tito, “but in no circum- 
stance ¢an he love his own ‘country 
less.” That did it. That marked the 
definite cleavage between Tito’s brand 
of communism and that of Comrade 
Stalin, It is not that there Is much to 
choose between them. It is only that 
Tito for his own reasons has challeng- 
ed the overlordship of Moscow. Now 
the lines draw closer as Moscow girds 
itself to defend its position. a 

No matter how loudly they have 
proclaimed their national patriotism, 
the Marxian communists bow the knee 
to Moscow. No one can doubt the in- 
fallibility of the Politburo and remain 
a gobd communist. Jugoslavia is only 
an isolated instance of disagreement,. 
at least at the moment. 

Communism isn’t a creed that any 
group or any country can adapt to its 
‘own needs. It ish’t inte:sational as it 
claims to be. Its heart and its head are 
in Moscow, wherever its members may 
be. In a. conference of European com- 
munists in Bulgaria in the dying 
months of last year, one after another, 
delegates. from 18 difrerent countries 
rose in their places to pledge their 
loyalty to the Soviet Union and to Mar 
shal Stalin. In Czechosmvakia. ana 
Poland, at the same time, comrades 
were being warned that the party 
would purge itself of all members 
failing to ves with the 
party line. the line, mind 
you, is not determined by the com- 
munist party. It is determined by Sta- 
lin and the Politburo, pe 

We like to believe that this only 
applies to so-called foreign countries. 
Not the United: States! Not Canada! 
But for the United States Whittaker 
Chambers has answered pretty clear- 
ly. The party line runs true there.

NO FAMINE IN 40 
NO FEAST EITHER 


Barring climatic calamity and in 
spite of currency difficulties, distri- 
bution and production problems, that 
result in local food scardities in the 
midst of world near abundance, famine 
can be avoided during the next few 
years, Dr. G. 8. H. Barton, Dominion 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture, said 
recently, 

Dr. Barton said that as a result of 
the 1948 harvests essential basic foods 
for human consumption are. in suffic- 
lent supply, for the first time since the 
“war, to permit the removal of some of 
thé most serious restrictions. 

Referring. to the dollar crisis, Dr. 
Barton pointed out that “production 
for export may take place in any coun- 
try without previous actual assurance 
of markets in other countries, but it 
cannot be encouraged or expected in 
products for which access to such 
other countries is controlled by the 
supplies of similar products in a com- 
petitive country. The net result in a 
country like Canada, whose products 
may be so affected, may well be that 
neither full production nor complete 
distribution can be contemplated,” 

Concerning the more distant future, 
Dr. Barton said there were two disturb 
ing imponderables. One was the “ris- 
ing tide of world population” and the 
other was, from where was the food 
to come with which to feed that risirig 
tide. He quoted Julian Huxley, British 
scientist and recently retired Director- 
General of UNESCO, as saying that 
“the world’s population increase is a 
greater. threat to our civilization than 
war.” 5 

According to F. A. O. statistics, to 
provide food sufficient to maintain 
health standards for the estimatea 
world population in 1960, overall food 
production will have to be increased 
by 28 per cent over pre-war evels. 

About eight per cent of the world’s 
surface is arable land, but that is how 
largely in production ard there are no 
other areas of sufficient size to make 
any appreciable improvement in fooa 
production figures possible, except 
forest and other heavily-vegetatea 
land. | 

Thus, said Dr. Barton, short of scien. | 
tifle miracles, there are only three 
ways in which we can improve our 
food supplies position: by paying more 
attention to soil conservation, by cut- | 
ting down waste-—the world wastes 30, 
000 tons of bread grains a year alone 
and by a more intensive and careful 
use of the fish from the sea and fresh 
waters.

The Bacteriology and Dairy Research — SEE — 


Division, Science Service, Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, put the 
new wrapper through laboratory teste 
recently and it passed them all with 
high marks. 

By treating the aluminum on both 
sides to prevent corrosion by brine 
and by lining the alummum with a 
very lightweight parchment, any 
chance of a metallic taste on the but- 
ter surface has been eliminated. 

Comparisons of the aluminum wrap 
with a parchment wrap were made, 
using well-worked and partially-work- 
ed butter made from fresh, sweet 
cream and commercial creamery but- 
ter. The prints were wrapped by hand 
and kept at 40 degrees and 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit for 28 days. Prints were 
also held in apple and potato storage 
rooms at 39 degrees. 

At both the first two mentioned tem- 
peratures, flavour scores for the sur- 
face butter of prints in the aluminum 
wrap were one to two points higher 
than for butter in parchment. Except 
for one lot held at 60 degrees, the al- 
uminum-wrapped butter maintained 
the same flavour score at the surface 
as for the interior of the print. With 
parchment, the flavour score was al- 
ways at least one point lower at the 
surface than for the interior. 

In apple and potato storage rooms, 
parchment-wrapped butter lost two 
and one points, regpectively, in flavour 
score, while there was no loss of flav- 
our ‘core for butter in aluminum, nor 
was there any indication of absorption 
of odours or flavours from other pro- 
ducts.
